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STOCKS TURMOIL 
REFLECTS PUBLIC 
FRAME OF MIND 


The New York Times. 


New York, March 20.—[Special.]-— 
The confusion and vacillation in last 


week's movement of prices on the stock 
exchange, the frequent seeming fre- 
versal of attitude and sentiment prob- 
ably refiected the whole community's 
frame of mind more accurately than 


anything else could have done. 
In Wall street there will always be 


stretches of time in which the attention} 


ef financiers and business men is directed 
to some particular branch of the mar- 
kets or some special phase of the situa- 
tion, and in which the etock market 

merely registers the inferences of the 
real investing community regarding oc- 
ecurrences in such quarters. 

Some Instances in Point. 


Last November, for instance, every on? 
was watching the fall in prices of com- 
modities. In December, little was talked 
about on Wall street except the forced 

‘ gelling by companies or individuals of 
their holdings of securities and merchan- 
dise, in order to meet pressing maturities 
of credit; a condition of things greatly 
emphasized by “ sacrifice sales” to raise 
money for the fourth incorne tax install- 
ment or to “establish losses” for the 
1921 declaration. 

In January and February, the course 
of the money market and of the market 
for new securities divided attention with 
the rapid recovery in foreign exchange 
rates. During all of those months, up to 
a@ very few weeks ago, prices on the stock 
exchange moved down or up according 
te the inferences which the whole body 
ef the investors were drawing from what 
eccurred in such other markets, and the 
gtock market was in itself only & seo 
endary matter of interest. 

All Eyes on Stock Market. 


At the present time, nobody can mis 
take the fact that the community's at- 
tention is converged, not on the move- 
ment of these other markets, but on the 
stock market itself. 
This is not, apparently, because of the 
belief that the outside investing and busi- 
mess public is active in the market—that 
is admittedly not the case—but because 
the existing bewilderment and confusion 
of mind r@arding the whole financial 
outlook is so complete that the experi- 
ments of professional speculators in test- 
ing the character of the situation and 
the attitude of outside investors came 
to be the only possible indication of what 
the situation was. 

The stock market itself, however, has 
hardly helped towards enlightenment; 
last week particularly its alternations of 
recoveries and declines, its absolute ir- 
regularity, served no purpose unless to 
reflect the uncertainty and momentary 
fluctuation of feeling in the field of 
finance and business. 

Never Before So Uncertain. 


It is doubtful whether that uncertainty 
has ever been greater in our time. The 
period of depression after a great finan- 
cial reaction has always created at some 
stage of its continuance a feeling of 
Goubt and pessimism; but on those 
earlier occasions—in 1908 for instance or 
in 1894 and 1896—it was at least possible 
te sce what was necessary to pull finance 
and industry out of its slough of despond. 

The main question then was, whether 
and when those influences would operate, 
and it was the doubt as to when they 
would operate which made possible such 
Wall street incidents of the late ‘90s 
as the sale of Union Pacific shares on 
the stock exchange at 4 cents on the 


- @ollar, ten years before the same com- 


pany was spending $130,000,000 from its 
own resources to buy up other railways, 
or the sale of Northern Pacific stock at 
16 cents per share, exactly five years be- 
fore it sold at $1,000 per share in the 
corner of 1901. 

Other Elements Force Recover. 


But even then it was recognized that 
if, with a bumper harvest, our export 
trade and the foreign purchase of Ameri- 
ean securities should increase on such a 
geale that we could cancel our floating 
mndebtedness to Europe and import gold 
enough to restore our banking and cur- 
rency reserves, then a great financial 
recovery whuld be in order. Such a re- 
covery occurred. 

At the present moment, however, the 
problem is not our debt to Europe but 
Burope’s debt to us; not whether we 
can achieve an “export balance.”’ because 
the existing trade balance in our favor 
is itself a troublesome problem; not our 
import of gold, for we are now importing 
all that the outside world can spare and 
the country’s present gold holdings are 
$200,000,000 larger than a year ago. 

“It is not clear to what extent even 
@ great harvest would help the financial 
situation; a very serious problem of the 
moment arises from the unprecedently 
large amounts of grain and ton un- 
gold in ovr producers’ hands, and in cut- 
ton especially, a movement ig seriously 
under way to reduce the next crop. 
Above all, there is no possibility of what 
used to be called the “return of Euro- 
pean capital to our markets.” In that 
matter, the shoe is on the other foot. 

Dificult to Judge Situation. 

What all this means is that the present 
situation is difficult if .not impossible to 
judge in the light of precedent. Thai 
ia undoubtedly why even the most ex- 
perienced financier feels himself unable 
to forsee with any confidence the prob- 
able drift of things. His attitude is not 
the less natural when in most instanves 
he bases it frankly on the fact of his pre- 
vious répeated misjudgment of the forces 
operating on finance &nd any in the 
present condition of the world. 

There are nevertheless some inferences 
which may reasonably be drawn a 


position of this sort. One is, that if no} 


ene can see into the economic and politi- 
cal future, that very fact may signify 
that some turn for the better may come, 
from causes a6 unexpected as those 
which came into view on the side of re- 
action and depression iast autumn. 
There is as yet no halt in tho unprece- 
dently violent” decline of commodity 
prices, notwithstanding that in many 
markets supply and production are a!- 
ready far below normal requirements. 
But at the end of 1919 there seemed to 
be no prospect of an ¢nd to the contin- 
uous rise in prices, although, as we now 
know, supply anc production were far in 
excess of even normal demand.
